The E flat, a quarter note with a half rest preceding, represents three quarters, while the upper 
E flat, with the preceding half and eighth rests, also represents three quarters. To simplify this mode 
of writing, which is, to say the least, confusing to the eye, the simple notation has been adopted, as 
the pedal sustains the notes their proper length and does away with the dotting.
